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REMARKS 

Claims 7, 18, 19, 36, 41, 51 and 120-144 are pending, with claims 18 and 19 having been 
allowed. Applicant has amended claims 7, 36, 41, and 51 to define Applicant's invention with 
greater particularity. Applicant respectfully requests entry of the amendments set forth in this 
response under 37 CFR §1.116. The amendments do not raise any issues of new matter and the 
amended claims do not present new issues requiring further consideration or search. 
Accordingly, upon entry of this communication, claims 7, 18, 19, 36, 41, 51 and 120-144 will be 
under consideration. 

Rejection under 35 U.S.C. §112, First Paragraph 

Applicant respectfully traverses the rejection of claims 7, 36, 41, 51 and 120-144 under 
35 U.S.C. §112, first paragraph, as allegedly containing subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor had possession of the claimed invention at the time the application was filed. 
Applicant has amended claims 7, 36, 41, 51 to correct a typographical error. It is believed that 
the error occurred as a result of a computer conversion, which resulted in non-recognition of the 
font used for the "A" character. Support for the amended claims may be found, among others, at 
paragraphs 0130-0133. Accordingly, withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested. 

Rejection under 35 U.S.C. §112, Second Paragraph 

Applicant respectfully traverses the rejection of claims 7, 36, 41, 51 and 120-144 under 
35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, as allegedly being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which Applicant regards as the invention. As 
discussed above, Applicant has amended claims 7, 36, 41, 51 to correct a typographical error. It 
is believed that the error occurred as a result of a computer conversion, which resulted in non- 
recognition of the font used for the "A" character. Support for the amended claims may be 
found, among others, at paragraphs 0130-0133. Accordingly, withdrawal of the rejection is 
respectfully requested. 
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Conclusion 

In summary, for the reasons set forth herein, Applicants submit that claims 7, 18, 19, 36, 
41,51 and 120-144 clearly and patentably define the invention, and respectfully request that the 
Examiner withdraw all rejections and pass the application to allowance.
